I  wish  to  submit  a  short  report  on  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  the  year  1967. 

HOUSING 


During  the  year  115  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  330  houses  in  course  of 
erection.  4  Council  Houses  were  completed  during  the  year. 

HOUSING  ACTS  1949  to  1959

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Lutterworth 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council's  Consulting  Engineers 
had  completed  the  preparation  of  the  scheme  and  were  ready  to  go  to 
tender.  This  scheme  will  provide  for  a  new  sewage  disposal  works 
to  serve  Lutterworth  and  the  adjacent  villages  of  Bitteswell, 

Walcote  and  Cotesbach. 

The  present  Lutterworth  works  are  very  heavily  overloaded 
and  the  treatment  capacity  is  being  supplemented  by  systems  of 
irrigation  spraying.  Arrangements  have  been  made  to  spray  over 
land  adjoining  the  works. 

These  works  are  extremely  difficult  to  maintain  in  their 
present  condition  and  all  credit  is  due  to  the  caretaker  who  has 
coped  magnificently  with  this  task  and  managed  to  produce  a 
reasonably  good  effluent  throughout  the  year. 

Broughton  Astley 

This  contract  proceeded  throughout  the  year.  The  works 
extensions  have  been  carried  out  without  interruption  to  the  existing 
works  and  this  has  created  management  problems.  It  has  been 
necessary  to  convey  liquid  sludge  to  other  works  for  treatment 
because  of  the  shortage  of  drying  facilities. 

Swinf ord 

At  the  end  of  the  year  loan  sanction  was  still  awaited  from 
the  Ministry  although  there  was  every  indication  that  this  would  be 
forthcoming  shortly. 

CONVERSIONS 

Eight  pail  closets  were  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system 
during  the  year.  Grants  of  £10,  or  half  the  cost,  were  paid.
